The instant invention claims an electromagnetic wave absorber and a method to obtain 
such absorber. The absorber comprises an insulating resin and a plurality of magnetic powders 
dispersed in the resin, wherein a specific shape of powders and thickness properties are claimed. 

The closest prior art references that relate to the claimed invention are Sato (EP'378), 
Yoshida (EP'739), JP'l 17, JP' 176, Hosoe'81 1, Furukawa'043 and '513. The prior art references 
teach that it is known in the art to make and use articles made of metal powders dispersed in 
resin. However, the prior art does not teach or suggest the instant invention wherein the specific 
properties of such articles are claimed. .
